Lonc Delayed Honor to the Mother of the 


Father or His Country. 


FjiBDERiCKsnuno, Va., May 11.—The 


nation does honor Thursday to the 
memory of the mother of the "Father 
of Ilis Country." In the presence of tho 
chief magistrate of the country, sur- 
rounded by his constitutional advisers, 
by the justices of the supreme court, 
by many senators and members of the 
house of representatives, and by the 
patriotic men and women from many 
states, and amid the booming of can- 
non and patriotic cheers from thou- 
sands of throats, the monument erected 
to the memory of Mary, mother of 
George Washington, was dedicated and 
unveiled Thursday. The little town 
was gorgeously decorated in honor of 
the occasion, and nature smiled her 
benediction. 


The monument unveiled Thursday is 


a, plain monolith of granite, fifty feet 
high and stands upon a base eleven 
feet square. The base bears this sim- 
,ple inscription: "Mary, the Mother of 
Washington." It has been paid'for by 
contributions from almost every state 
in the union, and stands at the head of 
her hitherto neglected grave, a quarter 
of a mile beyond the city limits. Tho 
event of the day is the culmination of 
the efforts of Mrs. Margaret Hctzel, of 
Virginia, and Mrs. Amelia C. Waite, 
widow of the late chief justice of the 
United States. These brought into ex- 
istence the Mary Washington Memor- 
ial association. They received the co-op- 
enition of many patriotic northern and 
southern women. It is five years since 
the first subscription was received. Six- 
ty years ago Cyrus Burrows, a patriotic 
citizen of- New York, offered to bear 
the whole expense of the monument 
The corner-stone . was laid in May, 
1S33, by President Andrew Jackson, in 
the presence of his cabinet, the su- 
preme court and an Immense concourse 
of spectators. A sudden reverse in the 
fortunes of tho New Yorker, how- 
ever, prevented him "completing his 
voluntary task, and the corner-stone 
has long 
since 
disappeared before 


the invasion of vandals and relic hunt- 
ers.

FOREIGN AGRICULTURE.

It is claimed that this 
brand is perfectly safe, that it marks 
without 11 blotch, and is kept at a uni- 
form temperature. 


GRBAT advance is reported in the 


cultivation of cotton in the Russian 
provinces of Central Asia. Xine years 
ago tho yield in Turkestan was not 
more than ton thousand-pounds. Last 
year the output was two million one 
hundred thousand pounds of cleaned 
cotton. The cotton districts available 
to Russian enterprise have an aggre- 
gate area capable of producing eight 
to ten million pounds annually.

.t his business to paint a future of imag- 
inary ruin and .lay it all to the demo- 
cratic party. He told the Vermillioh 
republicans that "a nation which pro- 
duced raw material for export would 
always be cursed with poverty." That 
lias been said many times by the sup- 
porters of the system of licensed rob- 
bery, and it doesn't nioari any more 
when it is said by Bob Ingersoll. There 
is no more reason why a country pro- 
ducing raw material for export should 
be any more cursed with poverty than 
a country producing other things or 
nothing at all to export. The asser- 
tion is sheer assumption, absolutely 
without foundation in fact or reason. 


And the unexpressed assumption 


that under free trade this country 
would devote itself to producing- raw 
material for export and stop manufact- 
uring is equally without foundation. 
Manufactures were established and 
prospered in the American colonies, 
notoniy without protection.but in spite 
of tho most strenuous efforts of Great 
Britain to discourage and suppress 
them. They have been diversified and 
extended-ami have nourished under all 
systems of taxation and with either 
much or little legislative fostering. In 
many branches Americans can defy 
competition from any quarter to-day 
in spite of the disadvantages under 
which they are placed by the protec- 
tive tariff. They arc now exporting 
brass, carriages, 
cars, clocks and 


watches, cotton goods, manufactures 
of Dai, hemp and jute, manufactures 
of iron and steel, leather, boots and 
(shoes and many other articles of man- 
ufacture which are objects of legisla- 
tive solicitude and protection. It is 
utterly irrational to assert that under 
free trade wo would stop manufactur- 
ing things that we are how exporting 
and selling under great disadvantages 
in open competition against all the 
world. 


The American people are ingenious, 


inventive, energetic, enterprising anci 
capable of obtaining the maximum ol 
product at a minimum expenditure ol 
labor and other productive means. 
Among such a people manufactures 
need no encouraging by legislation. 
They cannot be suppressed. They will 
be diversified and prosper even in spite 
of adverse legislation. Such a people 
have no reason to fear free competi- 
tion in their own markets. Those ol 
them who are engaged.in manufactur- 
ing ought to be ashamed to ask protec- 
tion. They ought to be too proud to 
beg favors upon what amounts to a 
plea of inferiority and 
incapacity. 


They ought to welcome free trade with 
all mankind and give their attorneys 
some better business to do than that of 
revamping the worn-out and disreput 
able sophisms which still serve the 
purposes of the cowardly tramp system 
of protectionism.—Chicago Herald.

The opening of Japan to the west- 


ern nations was the means of making1 
';he world acquainted with its litera- 
iure, which includes a largo number of 
very interesting- books, somo of which 


ave been translatad recently toy trav- 
ilers and oriental scholars. 
Among 


;he favorite Japanese novelists who 
lourished about five hundred years 
ago was Bakin. From one of his books, 
entitled "Kumono Tayema Ama Yo No 
Tsuki" (meaninpr "the moon shining- 
through a clou drift on a rainy night");' 
;he following- quaint aphorisms are se- 
.eeted to show the philosophic - spirit 
;hat prevailed in the Land of the 
Rising Sun a hundred years before this 
continent was discovered. The late 
Mr. Edward Greey, of Sew York, 
made the translation of Bakin's ro- 
mance as well as of other Japanese 
hooks, and it is from his version the 
selections are made. ' 
-"Everything grows fat in the shadow 
of the temple." This is a sly allusion 
to the wealth of the Buddhist priests, 
who while ostensibly mendicants were 
in reality often quite wealthy. 


"He who has neither intelligence nor 


moral principle's has the soul of an ox 
in a human body." Believing in the 
doctrine of the transmigration of souls 
the devout Buddhist claims to observe 
characteristics of the lower animals in 
living persons, though one is at a loss 
to know why the ox, a -very patient and 
good-natured beast, should be supposed 
to lack morality.

,rfn all the obituary notices that h'avo 
appeared of the African explorer and 
traveler, Sir Samuel Baker, there is not 
one of them, says the New York Re- 
corder, that draws attention to the 
very peculiar, and to a certain extent 
romantic circumstances of his second 
marriage, certain, matters in connec- 
tion with which earned for him the 
ill will and disfavor of his sovereign. 
At the time .when Sir Samuel started 
out on his eventful journey up the 
River Nile which was to win for him 
both his fame and his title he had no 
idea that his undertaking would turn 
out so great a success, and, being un- 
willing to restrict himself to the so- 
ciety of the dusky beauties of the Sou- 
dan, ho persuaded one of the German 
girls who formed the tand of musi- 
cians that performed nightly In an Es- 
bekiah cafe ehantant at Cairo to ac- 
company him on his trip. The girl 
happened, unlike the majority of her 
companions, to be a woman of singu- 
larly strong character, and played a 
notable and prominent part in the ex- 
pedition and in the exploration, con- 
tributing greatly to the success thereof. 


On Baker's return northwest the 


f,ame of his doings and those of his 
fair companion 
preceded him, ami 


when he reached Cairo he found that 
all England w'as ringing with the 
splendid conduct of the lady, whom 
the newspapers and the public desig- 
nated as his wife. It was too late for 
Baker to explain that the lady was 
not entitled to hear his name, so he 
made the best of the matter and at the 
same time paid his deep debt of grati- 
tude toward her by marrying her very 
quietly at Cairo. Areference to the rec- 
ords there will show that the wedding 
took p^ace not before his departure for 
t"he Soudan, but on his return. 


On reaching England he was imme- 


diately summoned to Windsor castle, 
with his wife, and after he had related 
to her majesty some of the principal 
events of his journey she commanded 
him to kneel, and, tapping him on the 
shoulder with a sword, exclaimed: 
"Arise, Sir Samuell" The queen was 
also very gracious to his wife, who had 
now become iady Baker, and it was 
only several months later that she dis- 
covered the true facts of the case. 
From that time forth Sir Samuel was 
not honored with any more invitations 
to Windsor, and I/ady Baker was not 
only never permitted to appear at 
court, but was even, subjected to a mild 
kind of ostracism by society. This she 
scarcely deserved, for since her mar- 
riage she proved herself to be a most 
estimable and honorable woman, inmy 
opinion, as in that of many others, infi- 
nitely superior in every way to her gar- 
rulous and somewhat mendacious hus- 
band.

The Oldest Is Pope Leo, and the Youngest 


I» Klnt AlfoninXriI. 


The Almanach de Gotha for 1894 has 


buried in its numerous finely-printed 
pages some interesting facts as to the 
ages of European 
sovereigns. 
The 


oldest of all is the pope, who is in his 
8-lth year. Next comes the grand duke 
of Little Luxemburg, who is 70. The 
king of Denmark »rad the grand duke 
of Saxe-Weimar are 75; Queen Victoria 
and the grand duke of Mecklenburg- 
Strelitz, 74. There are six other sov- 
ereigns who are older than 70; eleven 
who are between CO and 70, and five 
who are between 50 and 00. Eleven are 
between 40 and 50, two between 30 and- 
•JO, and two more between 20 and 80. 
The youngest three sovereigns are 
King Alexander of Servia, 17; Queen 
Wilhelmina of the Netherlands, 13, and 
King Alfonso XIII. of Spain, -7J3". 
Queen Victoria has had the longest 
reign—fifty-six and one-half 
years. 


Emperor Franz Josef 
has reigned 


forty-five years; the grand duke of 
Baden, forty-one years; the grand duke 
of Oldenburg, of Saxe-Weimar-Eisen- 
ach, and of 
Saxe-Altenbnrg, 
forty 


years each. Fourteen of the sover- 
eigns of Europe have reigned fewer 
than ten years. 
During 1&93 three 


new sovereigns ascended the throne.* 
They are Prince George of Sehaum-' 
burg-Lippe, Prince Frederick of Wai- 
deck and Duke Alfred of Cobnrg, bet- 
ter known as the duke of Edinburgh,

: Capt. Jim Willis, who hails from 


Morehead City, N. C., where he runs 
pleasure craft for the accommodation 
of northern consumptives, had an ex- 
perience with a whale that came near 
making a Jonah of him. In His own 
story, as given to a Washington Star 
reporter, he :says: "One sunny after- 
noon, not very lorijr ago, I was sitting 
in the shade of my own fi{? tree acd 
swinging in my own grapevine swing. 
A party of my fisher friends who lived 
farther up the beach, came running by, 
and as they passed me they sang out: 
'There she blows!' This cry woke me 
up. I saw a jet of water spurted up- 
ward from the sea, and down to the 
pier I rushed. There wasn't a real 
•whaleboat in the ^own, but four ordi- 
nary fishing boats were manned by as 
many fire ws. One carried the harpoon 
gun and one the hand-hurling1 appa- 
ratus. The other two were without 
any armament excepting several shot- 
g-uns and one or two rifles. We rowed 
off so as to come at the game from dif- 
ferent points of the compass. I was in 
the gunboat. As we approached the 
whale it was seen that he was a large 
and fat one. He took no notice of our 
coming. When we got within about 
one hundred feet of the monster the 
harpoon,gun was flred, and the barbed 
weapon took effect just -behind the 
head and pretty well up on the back. 
This was painful, but not necessarily a 
fatal shot. The other boats turned 
themselves loose and made some inser- 
tions in the fish. 
/"Instead of going-under, tvs wounded 
whales do, he remained on top to fight 
it out. He swishtd his tail aud turned 
the sea into suds and made such a 
swell that the good people of Alexan- 
dria 
would 
riot 
have 
permitted 


him to pass their port without slowing 
down. He plunge'd headlong against 
one of the boats and stove it so that it 
would hardly 
float. 
Its occupants 


were knocked overboard. There was 
a good deal of excitement. The sea 
round about us was boiling, the whale 
was red-hot with rage, the men were 
shouting and the guns were popping. 
The fish next hurled himself against 
the boat in which I was, and it yielded 
to his wishes and got smashed. It was 
raised a considerable distance in the 
air, and when it came down I was on 
that whale's back, 
just abaft 
his 


head, and holding on to that harpoon 
with both hands. The llri'e which had 
connected the harpoon and the boat 
had parted, and about two hundred 
feet of manilla hawser squirmad and 
wriggled snake-like around 
in the 


seething sea. The whale didn't seem 
to observe ray attitude and^ continued 
his attention upon the two remaining' 
boats. There wasn't any time to think 
of this. The hand harpoon had been 
shoved into the right place and the 
whale was blowing his last. A column 
of blood was being- squirted skyward 
and the scarlet flood fell over me, dy- 
ing me a gory hue. A few feeble 
swashes of the tail and a keeling mo- 
tion as though he was going to lie on his 
side announced that the fish was dead. 
Our catch was lashed alongside the
